‘There can be no doabs that fecent events 
have roused,. indeed. brovght to pirth, 
Anew militant spirit ame ngat many.of the 
lower clases of the Chinese. It. seems 
‘that in Canton there is a good deal of dis.

be .transpiring in Mongolia.’ Rumours 
are to band that probably China will lose 
control of that vaut territory, for, on the 
one hund there is ‘a spirit, of 
dependence growing: up . amongst 
the people of those’ wide plains; 
further, it is suspected that Russia is. 
fostering thie spirit, and doing so with 
sinister and ulterior intentions of her own. 
Thus some of the people of Canton are 
feeling very much aggrieved at thia pro- 
epect, and thero ina good daal of talk about 
enlixting some butallions of soldiora which 
may bo rent up narth-to fight for the proe
